T h e ir Bodies Had Been Exposed to the 


Ele m en ts F o r Several W eek s W hen 


Discovered by a Gunner. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Nov. 3.—While 
in quest of game in the woods near 
Northfield, 
Hairy 
Pierce 
stumbled 
across the bodies of Jam es P. lily. a 
youthful medical student, who came 
here from Pittsburgh, Pa., a year ago. 
and his equally youthful bride, who 
was Miss Rose Herring, of this city. 
The condition of the bodies indicated 
that they had been dead for some 
time, and letters found on their cloth­ 
ing disclosed a suicide pact. 
On the temple of each eappeared a 
gaping bullet wound, and beside Bly 
was found a revolver, in which two 
cartridges had been exploded and in 
which three remained. 
Bly vvas eighteen years of age and 
had resided since December of last 
year at a hotel in St. Jam es place. His 
bride lived a few doors away with her 
mother, 
Mrs. Marie 
Herring. 
Both 
Mrs. Herring and Mrs. Biy are in a 
serious condition at their homes as a 
.■vRiilt of the discovery of the bodies. 
Parental 
opposition to their wed­ 
ding, which is said to have occurred 
on Aug. L’fi at Camden, is believed to 
iiave been responsible for the dual 
tragedy. 
A letter bearing the signa­ 
ture of each reads: 
“Death is the easiest way out. Rose 
will kill herself first and I will fol­ 
low.” 
Another letter, w’ritten by Bly, indi­ 
cated that he feared he was to be 
placed in a sanitarium by relatives, 
and this fear is believed to have been 
the cause of the suicide pact. 
Statements 
issued by the 
young 
man s relatives show that they had op­ 
posed his infatuation for Miss Herring, 
who was his senior by one year, both 
because of his extreme youth and the 
fact that he suffered from valvular dis­ 
ease of the heart. 
He came to Atlantic City with his 
mother, aunt and grandmother from 
Pittsburgh a year ago In the hope that 
ids health would be benefited. In Pitts­ 
burgh be was a student at the Park 
j institute, and waB afterwards asso- 
! elated with a physician iii Atlantic 
I city. 
The young couple disappeared from 
Atlantic City on Sept. 2, declaring that 
j they were to pay a visit to a Mrs. 
Hughes, on South Tenth street, Phila­ 
delphia*. 
On Sept. 8 the girl returned 
to Atlantic 
City, but left two days 
later, without disclosing the where 
abouts of her youthful husband. Since 
that time a search has been conducted 
by relatives of each, but without avail.

Discovered by a Gunner. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Nov. 3.—While 
in quest of same In the woods near 
Northfield, 
Hairy 
Pierce 
stumbled 
across the bodies of Jam es F. Bly. a 
youthful medical student, who came 
here from Pittsburgh, Pa., a year ago, 
and his equally youthful bride, who 
was Miss Rose Herring, of this city.

Mrs. Herring and Mrs. Bly are in a 
serious condition at their homes as a 
."vs ti It of the discovery of the bodies. 
Parental 
opposition to their wed­ 
ding, which is said to have occurred 
on Aug. 
at Camden, is believed to 
have been responsible for the dual 
tragedy. 
A letter bearing the signa­ 
ture of each reads: 
"Death is the easiest way out. Hose 
will kill herself first and I will fol­ 
low." 
Another letter, written by Bly, indi­ 
cated that he feared he was to be 
placed in a sanitarium by relatives, 
and this fear is believed to have be en 
the cause of the suicide pact. 
Statements 
issued by the 
young 
man's relatives show that they had oie 
posed his infatuation for Miss Herring, 
who was his senior by one ye ar, both 
because of his extreme youth and the ( 
fact that he suffered from valvular dis- , 
ease of the heart. 
He came to Atlantic City with his 
mother, aunt and grandmother from 
Pittsburgh a year ago in the hope that 
his health would be benefited.

ORPHANS SAVE BURNING HOME 


Bucket Brigade Puts Out Fire, But 
Barn Is Destroyed. 
Sunbury. Ha., Nov. 3.—When a fire 
broke out in a barn fifty feet from the
